WASHINGTON W —Senator* dia- 
agreed today about .ne effects on 
congressional investigations of a 
federal judge's dismissal of con­ 
tempt of Congress charges against 
gambler Harry Russell. 
Senator Hoey (D-NO, chairman 
of a senate investigations sub-com­ 
mittee, told a reporter be did not 
think the decision would “unneces­ 
sarily hamper“ congressional in­ 
quiries. 
But Senator Mundt 
(R-SD), a 
member of the subconmit^ee, said in 
an interview that if the decision 
stood, he feared senate and'Louse 
investigating committees “might as 
well shir up shop“ 
Russell. 59, a Chicago and Miami 
gambler, was Indicted for contempt 
of Congress on 50 counts because of 
his refusal to answer questions by 
the senate’s special crime investigat­ 
ing committee. 
He based his refusal on the ground 
that the constitution protects him 
from being forced to give answers 
which might incriminate lim. 
In this he was upheld by U. S. 
District Judge F. Dickinson Letts, 75 
and a veteran of 20 years on the 
federal bench, who threw out the 
case against Russell yesterday with­ 
out allowing it to go to the jury. 
He ruled Russell was within his con­ 
stitutional rights in refusing to an­ 
swer questions. 
The committee, In the words of 
chairman Kefauver (D-Tenn), felt 
it had Ma patent case** against him 
and was banking on a conviction to 
help persuade other witnesses to 
testify. 
Conviction for contempt carries 
penalties ranging up to s year in 
jail and a 11,000 fine on each count.

That plea is

ment that to prevent starvation in 
India would not mean approval or 
disapproval of Nehru’s government, 
but would preserve the American 
tradition of humanitarianism. 
Hoover is noted as a relief expert 
and a leader of humanitarian caus­ 
es. 
His work in this field goes 
back to World War I. After World 
War II, in 1946-47, he made a sur­ 
vey trip through Europe and south­ 
east Asia. 
He visited India at 
President Truman’s request and ar­ 
ranged for food sdpplies necessary 
to carry that country through a 
famine at that time. 
A touch of drama was given to 
today’s conference by the fact that 
while President Truman and form­ 
er President Hoover have worked 
together on some great undertak­ 
ings—notably famine 
relief 
and 
government reorganization — they 
have been sharply divided in recent 
months on the question of how the 
United States should build defenses 
against the threat of Communist 
aggression. 
Mr. Hoover has urged that Am- j 
erican aid for the nations of west­ 
ern Europe be based on evidence of i 


their ability to defend themselves 
and United States policy be direct­ 
ed toward creating a Gibraltar in 
the western hemisphere. 
Mr. Truman and Acheson have 
taken the contrasting line that the 
defense of Europe in the present 
state of affairs is essential to the 
defense of the United States and 
American help must be directed 
toward building up as well as main­ 
taining Europe’s protective power. 
There was no doubt administra­ 
tion leadens would be greatly pleas­ 
ed if, at a minimum, today’s con­ 
ference prompted Hoover to sup­ 
port a grant of grain to India, and, 
at a maximum, if there could be a 
narrowing of the gap between the 
administration and one of its prin­ 
cipal Republican critics on foreign 
policy. Administration officials ex­ 
pect Mr. Truman to send the grain 
proposal to the capitol on Thurs­ 
day. He is expected to ask a grant 
of around $200,000,000 to cover the 
cost of 2,000,000 tons of wheat, plus 
transportation charges. 
State Department authorities said 
if the grain is to have maximum 
effect in preventing starvation in 
India, it should begin arriving there 
early in April.

He visited India at 
President Truman’s request and ar­ 
ranged for food siipplies necessary 
to carry that country through a 
famine at that time. 
A touch of drama was given to 
today’s conference by the fact that 
while President Truman and form­ 
er President Hoover have worked 
together on some great undertak­ 
ings—notably famine relief and 
government reorganization — they 
have been sharply divided in recent 
months on the question of how the 
United States should build defenses 
against the threat of Communist 
aggression. 
Mr. Hoover has urged that Am­ 
erican aid for the nations of west­ 
ern Europe be based on evidence of 


their ability to defend themselves 
and United States policy be direct* 
ed toward creating a Gibraltar In 
the western hemisphere. 
Mr. Truman and Acheson have 
taken the contrasting line that the 
defense of Europe in the present 
state of affairs is essential to the 
defense of the United States and 
American help must be directed 
toward building up as well as main­ 
taining Europe’s protective power. 
There was no doubt administra­ 
tion leaders would be greatly pleas­ 
ed if, at a minimum, today’s con­ 
ference prompted Hoover to sup­ 
port a grant of grain to India, and, 
at a maximum, if there could be a 
narrowing of the gap between the 
administration and one of its prin- 
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cipal Republican critics on foreign 
policy. Administration officials ex­ 
pect Mr. Truman to send the grain 
proposal to the capítol on Thurs­ 
day. He is expected to ask a grant 
of around $200,000,000 to cover the 
cost of 2,000,000 tons of wheat, plus 
transportation charges. 
State Department authorities said 
if the grain is to have maximum 
effect in preventing starvation in 
India, it should begin arriving there 
early in April.

He said he has not made up his 
own mind and has not discussed 
with his committee how new tax 
legislation should be handled. 
8enator Byrd (D-Va.) told a re­ 
porter he hopes Congress will have 
a chance to vote on nearly all of the 
regular government money bills for 
the year beginning July 1 before it 
makes any final decisions on rais­ 
ing taxes. 
BALANCE HIS BUDGET

Active Campaign On 
For More Nurses 
By JANE EADS 
WASHINGTON—With the num- 
tr of men wounded in Korea in­ 
creasing by the thousands, the Army 
Nurse Corps announces it must as­ 
sign 3,000 additional nurses to active 
duty at once. 
Spear-heading a campaign to se­ 
cure nurses immediately the Ameri­ 
can Nurses Association Is utilizing 
its State Nursing Resources Com­ 
mittee to aid the Corps’ procure­ 
ment officers in the field. This 
was announced by Col. Mary G. 
Phillips, chief, Army Nurse Corps, 
after a recent meeting here of rep­ 
resentatives of the civilian nursing 
profession with the chiefs of the 
military and other federal nursing 
services. 
“Medical care for men wounded in 
battle is a topic of immediate and 
intimate concern to every Ameri­ 
can family today,” Col. Phillips 
says. “Recent official casualty re­ 
ports show more than 28,000 men 
wounded in Korea. They must be 
cared for in military hospitals. Cas­ 
ualty lists are mounting. Thou­ 
sands have already been evacuated 
to the United States; more will be 
returning In the immediate weeks 
ahead.” 
Brig .Gen. Paul I. Robinson, chief 
of personnel, Army Medical Service, 
told the nursing leaders the added 
3.000 women must be obtained at 
once if the Army Nurse Corps is 
“to provide adequate nursing care 
for the returned military casualties.” 
He said that while Army Nurse 
Corps procurement has averaged 175 
nurses per month—“an unusually 
high procurement” — it is not 
enough. 1. 
Col. Phillips agrees the needed 
3.000 la a large number of qualified 
women to be drawn out of civilian 
practice. But she says, with the 
help of the American Nurses As­ 
sociation and with the understand­ 
ing of every American, she believes 
the jób can be done “without de­ 
pleting any one community of its 
limited nursing resources.” 
“While urging those nurses who 
can volunteer for military service 
to do so immediately,” she says, “we 
in turn, have agreed not to accept

While statesmen of the United Nations are 
drafting into law the Universal Declaration of 
Human Rights, guaranteeing religious freedom 
and other principles of justice and equality to 
all men, Americans are apt to forget an impor­ 
tant historical date of unusual significance to 
the cause of human liberty. 
Monday marked the 546th birthday of Roger 
Williams, famous as the pioneer of religious free­ 
dom in America. 
A native of London, Roger Williams joined 
the emigration to the colonies as a young man, 
arriving in Boston in 1631. He got a job as a 
church teacher in Salem but it was not long 
before he ran afoul of the authorities because 
he insisted on the right of people to worship as 
they chose. 
In 1635 he was tried and ordered banished 
from the colony. 
But Roger Williams stood 
firm. With four of his followers he fled and 
later foupdcd the Colony of Providence. 
Soon other colonies were established nearby 
and together they formed the Incorporated Prov­ 
idence Plantations, with the right of free worship 
as a basic part of its laws. From the Incorpor­ 
ated Plantations came Rhode Island. And thus 
there was implanted deeply into American life 
the principle that man was entitled to worship 
God as his conscience dictated. 
Today, unfortunately, there still are those in 
cur own country who sow the seeds of religious 
bigotry. Sometimes they try to turn the Chris­ 
tians against the Jews, blaming the Jews for all 
the ills of the world. Or they try to turn Protes­ 
tants against Catholics — anything to create 
discord. 
Good Americans cherish the right of religious 
liberty as first won by Roger Williams and are 
ready to do their utmost to preserve it

Douglas during the campaign (Sept. 1-Nov. 7) 
than to Senator Nixon, whom The Times sup­ 
ported. 
Of the total references Mrs. Douglas 
had 52.6 per cent, Senator Nixon 47.4 per cent.

The 
calamity was averted, but not through any con­ 
spiracy to keep Mrs. Douglas' name or picture 
out of the paper.

Sheriff Selmer’s "Sheriffs Air Patrol” has served the 
county and the surrounding area very efficiently as 
a law enforcement and public service agency for a 
long, long time, and therefore realises the great need 
for the airport which is requested 
In support of this. I, as commanding officer of the 
Marin County Squadron of Civil Air Patrol, an aux­ 
iliary of the U. 8. Air Force, wish to urge you further 
to consider how very important it to to Marin county 
to have an adequate airport for light and medium air­ 
craft in case of disaster. 
Civil Air Patrol is organised to do much more than 
its share in any disaster, but I’m sure you will realise 
that our work would be hampered considerably with­ 
out facilities. 
Marin County Squadron of Civil Air Patrol has ap­ 
proximately 10 licensed pilots qualified for various 
types of aircraft. Besides this we have approximately 
75 to 80 non-flying members qualified for and being 
trained in first aid, police work, etc. However, our big 
Job *111 be in flying in and out of Marin county for 
aid from other areas.

Just How F if Will 
Wostorn Europt Go 
In Dofonding Itself? 


The constant pressure 
from 
Europe for American aid, espe- 
etoQy for military defense, nit- 
urally gives rise to the query of 
Just how much these anxious na­ 
tions are prepared to do for them­ 
selves in self* defense. 
Constantly I run into doubters 
who fed that our Uncle Sam is 
being taken for a ride. They raise 
the not too complimentary inquiry 
of whether the suppliants as a 
whole will fight for themselves on 
a showdown. 
General Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
just back home from a tour of 
Europe to study the military sit­ 
uation, gave a categorical answer 
to this question In his speech to 
members of Congress Thursday. 
He declared there to no question 
of western Europe's desire to re­ 
sist aggression, and added: 
"There to a spirit to resist There 
to a determination to do their 
parW-io take the risk.” 
That's testimony from high au­ 
thority, but we really shouldn’t 
have to call on General Ike to 
answer this important query. We 
should be tble to answer it our­ 
selves, with a little thought. Per­ 
sonally, having spent nearly a 
score of years in Europe, and hav­ 
ing had a close-up view of the 
two world ware, I feel confident 
western Europe again will give a 
good account of Itself if worst 
come* to went. 
Many of these people not only 
have experienced the death and 
destruction of bombing, but their 
countries have been battlefields 
across which great mechanised 
armies have surged Millions have 
undergone occupation by enemy 
force* 


These terrible experiences have 
toft behind a heritage of anxiety. 
Living in western Europe today 
is like life on the dopes of an 
*cttve volcano. Constantly there 
are the fearsome rumblings which 
warn of hidden dangers, and the

3700-Year-Old Farm Bulletin Tells 


Farmers Of Nippur How To Harvest 


PHILADELPHIA (4P) — A 3700- 
year-old farm bulletin has been 
found in Iraq, archaeologists for 
two universities reported today. 
It to the oldest farm bulletin 
ever found. The ^document told 
farmers, living in “ancient Nippur 
1700 years before Christ was born, 
how to sow their crops, how to 
irrigate, how to handle field mice 
and how to harvest. 
The findings were reported by 
the University Museum of the 
University of Pennsylvania and 
the University of Chicago Oriental 
Institute. 
The archaeologists found the 
bulletin near Nippur, Iraq. It was 
written in cuneiform script on a 
clay tablets In Sumerian language. 
The Sumeriani, who developed 
the first civilization which arose 
in Mesopotamia, were principally 
an agricultural people with their 
relgious capital at Nippur, 100 
miles south of modern Bagdad. 
The 
archaeologist* 
uncovered 
five temples to X&lil, chief god of 


the Sumerians, ft Nippur. 
And 
they found the farm bulletin 
which told the farmer to "keep 
an eye on the man who puts in 
the seed, have him put the seed 
in two fingers deep uniformly.” 
The «owing, according to the 
bulletin, was to be done with a 
seeder, a plow with an attachment 
which carried the seed from a 
container through a narrow fun­ 
nel down into the furrow. 
"On the day when the seed 
breaks through the ground,” the 
farmer was advised to say a prayer 
to the goddess of the field mice 
and other vermin that might harm 
the grain. 
The bulletin said it waa time to 
Irrigate when the grain had grown 
so that it filled the narrow bot­ 
tom of the furrows. And the 
farmer was advised to take m e 
lest the grain, when ready fcr har­ 
vesting, bend under its own weight. 
The bulletin concludes 
with 
these words; "Cut it at the right 
moment.” 


That Tax Boost 


Means Just This 


-Less For You

WASHINGTON (/P)—Don’t stay awake try ing 
to figure how much your tax is going to be 
increased. All you can be sure of at this time 
is that the tax is going up. 
President Truman's message to Congress, ask­ 
ing for a boost of $4,000,000,000 in personal 
income taxes was just the opening gun. 
Before the increases become a fact, there’s a 
lot of work to do and it started Monday. 
That*? when Secretary of the Treasury Snyder 
went before the House ways and means commit­ 
tee to back up the President and explained how 
the tax should be raised. 


That’s the committee—it has a staff of experts 
working for it—which writes the tax bill for the 
House. Generally, the full House approves the 
bill put together by its members on the com­ 
mittee. 


BUT SUCH A BILL isn’t whipped together 
iri a minute and the hearings aren’t over in a 
day. They may go on for weeks and weeks, with 
a lot more people besides Snyder giving his 
views to the committee. 


And the committee will have more than per­ 
sonal income taxes to worry about, since Truman 
also asked for $3,000,000,000 in corporation 
taxes, and an equal increase in excise taxes. 
There are government excise taxes now on 
things like furs, jewelry, cosmetics. So the com­ 
mittee will feel its way along gingerly before it 
slaps excise taxes on new items, perhaps automo­ 
biles. 
All in all, this is going to take time, probably 
months. And pretty much the same thing will 
have to be done by a committee over on the 
Senate side of the capitol. 
But when it’s all through, and Congress 
approves the increases, the boss will take a 
deeper bite out of your salary in the size of the 
tax he withholds for the government. 


WHILE ALL THIS is going on there’ll be 
protests among a lot of congressmen about step­ 
ping carefully on tax increases until the cost of 
running the government at home has been cut 
down. 
This is the cry every year, anyway: Let’s cut 
the cost of government spending. And the air is 
filled with extremely positive statements by sen­ 
ators and congressmen on how government 
spending can be cut. 
Somehow, though, it always seems that when 
Congress is through its work for the year, govern­ 
ment expenses haven’t been cut much, if at all. 
One thing is certain: Before 1951 is over 
you’ll be able to buy less than you did in 1950, 
and for a couple of reasons: 
1—You’ll have less money to spend because 
more of it will go into taxes. 
2—There’ll be less stuff to buy, since so many 
materials that went into civilian goods are going 
into defense goods.

Painful Shoulder 
Is Common Complaint 
Among Middle Aged 


Painful shoulder is a common 
complaint among people of mid­ 
dle age. Such pain may have many 
different causes, so that the first 
necessity in these cases is accu­ 
rate diagnosis. This requires an 
X-ray examination of the shoul­ 
der joint and upper part of the 
spine. Once the exact nature of 
the condition is known, the X-ray 
may also serve as the best means 
of treatment, since many such 
conditions can be relieved by ra­ 
diation. 
Persistent pain in the shoulder 
and arm frequently is present 
when there is arthritis in the 
joints of the upper part of the 
spine. This occurs most often in 
persons between 50 and 70 years 
of age. In about three out of four 
patients with this condition, X-ray 
treatments produce relief of the 
symptoms. Pain is often relieved 
during the period of treatment, 
though in other cases the relief 
occurs in from two to four weeks 
after the treatment has been com­ 
pleted. 
X-RAY TREATMENT 
It would appear that the X-ray 
treatments increase the flow of 
blood to the area, and also have 
some effect on the nerves passing 
to the shoulder from the spinal 
cord. 
Another cause of she older pain 
is neuritis or neuralgia of these 
nerves. X-ray treatments are also 
helpful in this disorder. 
Another common cause of shoul­ 
der pain in inflammation of the 
tendons, tissues around the shoul­ 
der joints, and bursa, which is a 
aac containing fluid near the 
ahoulder joint. This latter condi­ 
tion is known as bursitis. 
When shoulder pain occurs from 
these conditions, the symptoms 
are usually acute, coming on sud­ 
denly, with the pain passing up­ 
ward from the shoulder into the 
neck. There is some tenderness 


over the shoulder joint, and move­ 
ment of the arm is limited. These 
symptoms may persist for from 
one to three days and are worse 
at night. 
TYPE OF DISORDER 
In many instances, in this type 
of disorder, there are calcium or 
lime deposits in the bursa, *as well 
as in the tissues around the joint, 
and in the tendons. In this condi­ 
tion, also, treatment with X-ray 
teems to be of great value. During 
the first 24 hours after treatment 
the pain may be worse, but grad­ 
ual improvement occurs after the 
second treatment. The treatments 
are given every two days for about 
a week. Eight out of ten cases re­ 
spond to the treatment within one 
to five days. 
In some instances, the pain in 
the shoulder may be present for 
several weeks and then gradually 
becomes much more severe. In 
these cases, response to X-ray 
treatment is not as rapid. The 
treatments may have to be con­ 
tinued for several weeks.

OF LONG DURATION 
In those patients between 40 and 
60 years of age, the shoulder pain 
is often of long duration. The pain 
passes downward into the elbow 
and hand, and upward into the 
neck. The movement of the arm 
is restricted. These cases are bene­ 
fited least of all by the X-ray 
treatments. 
Among other causes of pain in 
the shoulder are arthritis of the 
shoulder joint and tumor growths.

While statesmen of the United Nations are

other man with “two eyes, two arms 
and two legs” 
should go through 
basic training before being excused 
from military service. 
Maj. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey was 
testifying before the House Armed 
Services committee. He said he fa­ 
vors putting athletes through basic 
training to decide whether they 
would be physically qualified for at 
least “limited service.” 
The House committee has been 
conducting public hearings on a re­ 
quest from the Dpeartment of De­ 
fense for a universal military serv­ 
ice and training (UMST) law which 
would drop the draft age from 19 
to 18, extend draft service from 21 
to 27 months and set up a long- 
range training program. 
It goes 
into closed session today to try to 
iron out differences among com­ 
mitteemen on the bill. 
Armed services committeemen in 
both the House and the Senate have 
demonstrated 
considerable 
reluc­ 
tance to draft boys of 18 If any 
other way can be found to fill out 
the services. Many have centered 
attention 
on 
the 
approximately 
1,000,000 men in the present 19 
through 25 draft age bracket who 
have been deferred as mentally or 
physically unfit. The congressmen 
say many of these could and should 
be recovered for at least limited 
service under lowered standards. 
Draft Director Hershey said yes­ 
terday, and in previous testimony, 


that he agrees deferments are run­ 
ning too high. As an example, he 
pointed to men healthy and intelli­ 
gent enough to compete in profes­ 
sional athletics but who are con­ 
sidered ineligible for the armed 
services. 
He blamed too-high standards set 
by tne services. 
Under present 
draft law provisions, illustrating his 
point with the case of an unidenti­ 
fied professional football player. 
Hershey said the athlete was de­ 
clared fit half a dozen times by his 
draft board only to be rejected by 
the armed forces. “He was hospital­ 
ized several times to see if he really 
had stomach ulcers,” Hershey said.

Armed services committeemen in 
both the House and the Senate have 
demonstrated 
considerable 
reluc­ 
tance to draft boys of 18 if any 
other way can be found to fill out 
the services.

through 25 draft age bracket who 
have been deferred as mentally or 
physically unfit. The congressmen 
say many of these could and should 
oe recovered for at least limited 
service under lowered standards.

You receive 
credit for the contribution of $10,000 
but you do not pay any tax on your 
gain of $5,000. However, if you sold 
the real estate for $10,0C3 and con­ 
tributed the $10,000 you would be 
1 taxed on your long term capital 
gain of $5,000. It does not matter 
if the recipient of the contribution 
immediately sells the property. All 
forms of property may be contribu­ 
ted—stocks and bonds, automobiles, 
furniture, f i x t u r e s , equipment, 
clothing, etc. 
To be deductible your contribu­

This 
has interesting possibilities. 
As­ 
sume 'that you purchase a piece of 
real estate for $5,000 in 1940 and 
that you made a contribution of this 
of real estate in 1950 and that Its 
fair market value at the time of the 
contribution was $10,000. You receive 
credit for the contribution of $10,000 
but you do not pay any 'tax on your 
gain of $5,000. However, if you sold 
the real estate for $10,00 and con­ 
tributed the $10,000 you would be 
taxed on your long term capital 
gain of $5,000. It does not matter 
if the recipient of the contribution 
immediately sells the property. All 
forms of property may be contrlbu 
ted—stocks and bonds, automobiles, 
furniture, f i x t u r e s , equipment, 
clothing, etc. 
To be deductible your contribu­ 
tions must be to a religious, charita­ 
ble, educational, scientific» or liter 
ary organization; or an organiza 
tion for the prevention of cruelty to 
children or animals, except when 
such organization is operated for 
personal profit or to conduct propa­ 
ganda or attempt to influence legis­ 
lation. Also deductible are gifts to 
fraternal organizations if they are 
to be used for charitable or religious 
purposes, and gifts to veterans or­ 
ganizations. Gifts to governmental 
agencies for public purposes, etc. 
These are deducted under “Con­ 
tributions" on page 3 of the tax re­ 
turn form. 
Do not deduct contributions to 
any organizations 
that

good part of their activities to prop- 
aganda, lobbying, or trying to in­ 
fluence legislation, even for a worth­ 
while purpose.

Mystified 


Nobody Has Yet Read All The 
5,167 Bills Before Legislature 


Classified

SACRAMENTO (A*) —Nobody has 
read all the 5,167 bills California 
legislators left behind when they 
quit their desks for a 47 day recess 
two weeks ago. 
The tisk of printing them hasn’t 
been completed yet. 
And the job of officially summer 
izlng them won't be finished until 
It’s almost time for the lawmakers 
to return here March 12 for the 
action half of their split session. 
It doesn't say so in the state con­ 
stitution, but the idea behind the 
so-called bifurcated session Is to 
give the legislators and the public 
time to study the proposed law 
changes before active consideration 
of them begins. 
Senators and assemblymen have a 
chanca 'to go back to their home 
district and talk things over with 
the people they represent. 
Do the public schools need more 
money? How about the proposal to 
tax cigarettes or to up the levy on 
automobiles to give it to them? 
Should unemployment insurance 
and workmen’s 'Compensation bene­ 
fits be bigger? Does the state need 
a law requiring subversives to regis­ 
ter. 
These a,re some of the questions 
the legislators will have to answer In 
the months of March, April, May 
and June. 
And presumably, they 
are getting their constituents’ ideas 
now. 
While many of the broad Issues 
have been defined in the blll-lntro- 
ductlon period, than are obstacles 
in the way of the split session sys­ 
tem working out perfectly In prac­ 
tice. 
One of them is the huge number 


of bills. It’s obviously impossible to 
study all of them. The legislative 
counsel’s staff of 25 lawyers doesn’t 
figure to complete lta official digest 
until after March 1. 
The laymen Is at a disadvantage, 
too, because most of the measures 
are written in complicated lawyer’s 
language. 
When the legislature first started 
using the recess in 1913, large scale 
attempts were made to educate the 
public on pending legislation. 
But since then these efforts* have 
become less elaborate. It was found 
to be Just too big a Job, with the 
3,922 bills introduced in 1913. 
A practice wMch began about 1919 
and to the opinion of veteran legis­ 
lators reached a peak this year 
throws another roadblock in the 
way of ideal functioning of the re- 
cess-study system. 
That’s the introduction of so-call­ 
ed skeleton or spot bills. It’s plan­ 
ned to build legislation in the sec­ 
ond half of the session. 
Legislators are limited to only 
two bills after the recess. So they 
want to protect themselvc. in case 
they, their constituents or some 
friendly group come up with more 
ideas for law changes. 
Hence 'the spot bills. If there are 
more than usual this time, it’s be­ 
cause of the hurry up schedule the 
legislators worked under iurUg the 
bill introduction period. 
For the 
fimt time the work of the entire ses­ 
sion must be wrapped up in 120 cal­ 
endar days, exclusive of the recess. 
Recent sessions have lasted a little 
longer than that. 
The lawmakers piled up the rec­ 
ord 5,000 bills in only 16 days, giv­ 
ing themselves .more time lor action 
later. 


Some legislators are using the re­ 
cess period for specific studies. The 
assembly ways and means committee 
worked for more than a week on 
Governor Warren’s budget an; plans 
to come back a week before the re­ 
convening date. 
The house reapportionment com­ 
mittee is making a systematic ef­ 
fort to get grass-roots opinion on 
the most equitable rearrangement of 
the state’s assembly and congres­ 
sional districts.

If a ♦‘nominal’’ bomb o* World 
War II vintage, whose normal out­ 
side damage range it eight miles, 
can extend its reach to 50 miles with 
the help of a temperature Inversion 


layer, the better bomb of 1951 might 
push its range out to 100 miles. 
Also helping to focus and extend 
th e shock waves generated on 
Frenchman Flat was the fact that 
the test site is rimmed on three 
sides by mountains. 
That appar­ 
ently accounts for the extra “boom" 
heard In Las Vegas when there was 
only one explosion. They were sound 
waves hitting the hills and bouncing 
back. 
But the inversion layer appears 
to be the real vlllan. At Nagasaki 
it was blamed for the fact that a 
barracks, five miles from the explo­ 
sion, was smashed although build­ 
ing near by were unhannec1. 
Similar selectivity appears to have 
been manifested at Las Vegas. The 
window-breaking was spotty. Other 
evidence that there may have been 
a temperature inversion layer at Las 
Vegas was seen In reports of the 
cloud effects over Frenchman Flat. 
In a clear atmosphere like Ne­ 
vada’s, an atomic cloud would rise 
40,000-to-60,000 feet to the base of 
the stratosphere before dissipating. 
But it would mushroom out much 
lower if it ran Into an inversion 
layer on the way up. 
Reports from Las Vegas told of 
mushroom effects as low as 8,000 
feet.

The tank .vas being 
pumped out by a hose rigged at the 
bottom of the tank. 
More than 175 firemen battled the 
flames, which started at 4 p.m. yes­ 
terday from a grass fire. 
Shortly after midnight, more foa- 
mite—a special chemical for fight­ 
ing oil fires—arrived from ths Hum­ 
ble Oil A Refining company plant 
on Houston ship channel. 
Houston Fire Chief C. A. Middle- 
kauf had appealed at 10:45 pm. 
(CST) for more loamite to fight the 
fire. Ten thousand gallons had tyeen 
thrown on the flames, and it was 
almost extinguished when the sup­ 
ply then in hand was practically ex­ 
hausted. Refineries along the ship 
channel responded to the plea.
